Appeals Court Rulings Stand in EDS Lawsuits

Seemingly interminable litigation 
regarding a hazardous-waste injection 
wellon Wahrman Road may finally have 
come to an end. 

In 1993, the City of Romulus filed a 
lawsuit in Wayne County Circuit Court, 
seeking an injunction against the com- 
pany that had constructed the well: 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS). Despite its own attorney's previ- 
ous opinions that state law preempted 
local control of such facilities, Romulus 
claimed that the well was not a permit- 
ted use within the site area, which was 
zoned M-1 (lightindustrial). Inresponse, 
EDS filed a $100-million counter-suit. 

The following year, then-Judge 


Claudia Morcom ruledin the City's favor 
on the injunction and the counter-sult. 
EDS took both cases to the State Court 
of Appeals, which eventually overturned 
the injunction, but upheld the counter- 
suit decision. Romulus sought to ap- 
peal the new ruling in the Michigan 
Supreme Court; EDS attempted to ap- 
peal its counter-suit. On August 22, the 
Supreme Court denied the applications 
for appeal, effectively upholding the ap- 
pellate court's decisions and bringing 


- both lawsuits to-a close. 


When asked for his reaction to the 
Supreme Court's decisions, Mayor Wil- 
liam Oakley said he wasn't at all sur- 
prised. “| think that most people ex- 
pected it to go that way, but felt that we 


couldn't take a chance on not making 
the attempt," he stated. “In my opinion, 
it was a ploy; a play for time.” 

EDS President Doug Wicklund said 
he was “delighted” with the preemption 
ruling, since it gives his company a 
“green light" to pursue a well facility at 
the Wahrman location, but he acknowl- 
edged his disappointment regarding the 
counter-suit, and indicated that other 
damages claims may still be filed. 

“EDS will be consulting with its at- 
torney to determine if additional claims 
may be made as a result of the wrongful 
commencement of the 1993 lawsuit on 
‘preemption,’" said Wicklund. 

"We have no ill will forthe citizens of

Maintaining the Wall Between Church and State

The religious-right has been trying 
to break down the wall of separation 
between church and state almost since 
the time the Bill of Rights was adopted. 
New church/state entanglements arise 
almost on adaily basis. Inrecent weeks, 
some of the violations that have arisen 
include a "Jesus Day" proclamation in 
Texas, by Governor George W. Bush; a 
U.S. House vote supporting Ohio's new 
state motto, "With God, all things are 
possible”; and a voice vote by the U.S. 
House Calling on public schools to dis- 
play "In God We Trust." 

Of course, these are just a few 
recent entanglements that have slipped 
through the system. The religious-right's 
attempt to destroy the religious free- 
dom of others knows no bounds. They 
push to have creationism taught in pub- 
lic schools and textbooks, and the Ten 
Commandments posted in public build- 
ings; they are responsible for adding 
the words "under God" to the American 
pledge of allegiance, 62 years after it 
was first published. 

Just this summer, there was once 
again an attempt to put prayer back in 
public schools. Fortunately, the June 
decision by the Supreme Court ended 
_ ina6—3 vote, reaffirming the 1962 Engel 
v. Vitale ruling, which states that sanc- 
tioned prayer is "an unconstitutional 
attempt to establish religion." | | 

In addition to these blatant viola- 
tions of the First Amendment, the reli- 
gious-right has repeatedly attempted to 
amend federal and state constitutions 
by using such deceiving titles as the 
"Religious Freedom Amendment." Many 
people ask, "Who wouldn't favor a reli- 
gious freedom amendment?" Therefore, 
such bills often get the support of citi- 
zens who have not been informed of the 
misleading language that is used in the 
proposals. This leads to some very close 
calls in Congress. 

What the religious-right really hopes 
to achieve through such amendments 
is more religious freedom for its follow- 
ers, such as the right to proselytize any 
time and any place, which translates 
into less religious freedom for the public 
at large. 

The United States already has a 
religious freedom amendment -— it's the 
First! The FirstAmendmentreads, "Con- 
gress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof." 

However, religious freedom is not 
the only thing the Christian-right is at- 


tempting to destroy. Their attempts to 
stomp personal freedoms, such as ac- 
cess to information, abortion, euthana- 
sia, homosexual rights, women's rights, 
and birth control is seen daily. If they 
have their way, every freedom that 
Americans currently take for granted 
will be burnt on their high and mighty 
cross. 

What is discouraging is that most of 
the violations of church and state could 
be stopped if Americans were not so 
apathetic. Unfortunately, many people 
don't understand the disaster that these 
mounting violations could create. The 
problem is that these violations give the 
appearance that our government fa- 
vors one religion or belief over another, 
which leads to the misguided belief that 
America is a Christian nation. This leads 
to hostile feelings toward nonbelievers 
and people of other beliefs. It leads to 
discrimination not only in the private 
sector, but in government and public 
schools as well. Worst of all, it leads to 
theocracy! | ; 

lf our founding fathers were alive 
today, they would wonder how America 
got to this point. Haven't we learned our 
lesson through the atrocities that have 
taken place throughouthistory? Orhave 
our schools just not taught us about the 
Crusades, the Inquisition, the Holocaust, 
the witch trials, and many other horren- 
dous acts and wars which have all taken 
place under established Christianity? |, 
for one, hope my children don't live to 
see those days return. 

The reason for the wall of separa- 
tion, guaranteed to us in the FirstAmend- 
ment, is to protect our freedom of and 
from religion. Are we prepared to lose 
this right? It is being chipped away little 
by little. If we want ourchildren to enjoy 
the freedom that we have had, we need 
to stand up for this right before it's too 
late; otherwise, we might as well just lie 
down and wait for the lightning to strike 
— because with an established funda- 
mental-Christian nation, we will have 
no life.

Romulus," he continued. “Indeed, our 
intentions have always been to be a 
goodcorporate citizen. Our'beef' is with 
those Romulus politicians who started 
the litigation in 1993, knowing full well 
that there was no legal basis for a 
lawsuit. They did it in order to assure 
their re-election to the Romulus City 
Council — nothing more, nothing less. 

"Those actions have cost Romulus’ 
taxpayers over $1 million in legal fees 
and several more millions in lost royalty 
payments. They have alsocostourcom- 
pany and our partners millions of dollars 
in extra costs and lost revenues. 

“tis unfortunate for all of us that, 
thus far, those individuals have been 
able to thwart our attempts to bring 
them before the bar of justice to answer 
for their actions." 

Wetlands Pre-hearing: September 19 

Several years ago, as the Wahrman 
Road lawsuit dragged on, EDS attempt- 
ed to address the City's zoning con- 
cerns by seeking an alternate site, zoned 
MT-2, on Citrin Drive. After applying for, 
and receiving, a permit to drill two injec- 
tion wells, the company applied to the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) for a Part 111 permit to 
construct and operate the above-ground 
treatment, storage, and disposal facility 
which must accompany such wells. 


The lengthy application process that 
followed included the deliberation of a 
Site Review Board as well as applica- 
tions for a number of related permits 
that are also required. Eventually, all 
auxiliary permits — including one for 
wetlands mitigation — were approved, 
and EDS awaited DEQ Director Russ 
Harding's final decision on the Part 111 
permit. 

But on July 31, 2000, the City of 
Romulus joined the City of Taylor and 
Wayne County to challenge the wet- 
lands permit before the DEQ's Office of 
Administrative Hearings. According to 
Mayor Oakley, the trio's new attorneys 
have advised them to file a request for 
a “show cause" hearing rather than an 
injunction, since an injunction could 
leave the City vulnerable to liability 
claims if EDS prevails. 

At present, no one is certain how 
long it will take to resolve the wetlands 
issue. State Representative Raymond 
Basham, who has strongly supported 
efforts to block EDS, recently stated, 
"Attorneys for the cities have indicated 
that it could take a year to 1'/2 years to 
complete the appeals process." Dennis 
Mack, a spokesperson for the Office of 
Administrative Hearings, confirmed that 
such a lengthy time frame is possible in 
complex.cases; however, most are fe- . 
solved considerably more quickly. 1 -. »
